111. That every Gunner be obliged te take care that the Guns and Carriages lefta Board his Ship be preſerved without any Embezelment of Trucks, Beds, Coynes, 
Extrees, Cap-ſquares, Ring-bolts, or other Iron-work, under the penalty of Regging them at his own charge, and putting them into a good condition as when they 


were firſt iflued forth, reaſonable wear only excepted. |
